This is a change that is the best proof of 
success. Two years ago all officers and 
men wished to abandon the expedition 
and return to Soudan. 

“The Viceroy has shown great determi- 
nation in persisting against the slave trade 
and thus opposing the most cherished in~ 
stitution of his subjects. The most decid- 
ed orders have been sent here, and should 
the slave trade re-commence when I leave 
it will be the fault of the Soudan authori- 
ties, There are now eleven steamers on 
the White Nile, and with honest cruising 
no slayer could escape, 

‘The Viceroy sent orders to Khartoom 
that at all costs the main channel of the 
White Nile should be cleared. Au expe- 
dition started last year and succeeded in 
cutting through the original dam,and open 
ed the river for a great distance. Six large 
vessels were lost. During the night the 
force of the stream in a new channel sud- 
denly broke up the dense yegetation, which, 
coming down in many flonting acres,swept 
away six vessels and buried them no one 
knows where, as not even their long yards 
and masts were ever discovered. 

‘At the close of the rains another expe- 
dition will continue the work, and the 
White Nile will be re-opened. The camels 
will be then transported to Ismailia, and 
there will be no difficulty in delivering the

INVESTIGATION OF THE CHARGES 


The First Day’s Proceedings, 


Orrawa, Bept. 4 


Hon. Mr. Campbell, were among the audience,

After the reading of the Commission Judge 
Day announced that the Investigation had open- 
ed and directed that Mr. Huntington be called.

that we passed about midday, is atthe conflus 
ence of the Moselle and Rhine. Indeed its name 
is but the Latin word ccafluentes germanized. 
Tt also was founded by Drnsusin hia expedition 
against the German tribes, B.C. 9, and was an 
old ROMAN OUtpust.

and on every interview they wereinformed that 
the Government could not possibly make any 
arrangement with them, but were willing to 
hear all they had to eay on the subject. A 
great portion of his evidence was published In 
bia letter replylog to McMullen, When Bir 
Hugh and McMullen came before the Cabinet 
Sir Joha sald the Government would listen to 
apy proposition from Sir Hugh Allen, but 
they were not prepared to accept any; the 
Government finally decided on a scheme which 
‘was submitted to Parliament without any con- 
sultation with outside parties; before passing 
this echeme in 1872, it became the unanimons 
decision of the Government that Americans 
must be excluded from any part in tho con« 
straction of the Pacific Railway. He then gaye 
ahistory of the negotiations between Allan’s 
Company and McPherson's and their failure to 
amalgamate. Tho Directors of the now Com- 
pany were chosen without consultation with 
Bir Hugh, many of them being objected to 
by him. Sir Hugh's interest in the Company 
was onesthirteon!’ 

In reply to a 4 .cstlon, Sir Francis said the 
only correspondence he had on the subject was 
with Beaty, of Toronto, which was begun by 
Beaty. (The letters were produced, bat were 
not read. 

In reply to the Judge, Sir Francia stated 
that no understanding, directly or indirectly 
was ever come to between the Governmept 
nd Sir Hugh or any of his friends whereby 
the latter were to receive the charter on 
condition of advancing large sums of money 
to aid in Dominion elections, knew of no 
arrangement between any individual mem- 
ber of the Government and Sir Hugh to 
that effect; knew that Sir Hugh had 
contributed to election funds, but did know it 
until long after elections were over, and the 
Charter given ; did not know how much 
money Sir Hugh subsoribed ; did not believe 
that money was offered to any member of the 
Government in connection with the pacific 
road ; denied McMullen’s statement that ho 
(Sir Francis) demanded a situation for his 
fon, he never received any money or the 
promise of any from Sir Hugh or any one 
else in connection with the Pacific Railway ; 
MocMullen’s statements respecting such loan 
or gift were pure fabrications. 

In answer to Sir John Macdonald, Sir Francis 
Hincks stated that up to the close of the clec-~ 
tion, the only polloy the Government had was 
an amalgamation of the two Canadian Com- 
panies f was not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to jssuce any charter until all attompte at 
such amalgamation failed; up to that act the 
Government hoped such an amalgamation 
would be brought about. 

This concluded Sir Francis’ statement, 

After Sir Francis had given his testimony Mr. 
Andrew Allon was called, and sald he bad no 
knowledge of opy transactions In connection 
with the Paciflc Railway, exeept what ho bad 
socn In tho nowspapors, 

Mr. Do Bellefeullle, Secrerary of the North- 
ern Colonization Railway, camo next, and to 
answer to the Judge he sald ho had no know- 
ledge of any negotiations between Sir Hugh 
Allan and the Americans respecting the furn- 
lsbing of monoy ; know Sir Hugh had advanced 
moncy for elections in Lower Canada; know 
mony had been paid Beaublen in Hochelaga, 
to help his elegtion; did not know any money 
was given to _mombere of the Government; 
Beaublen got $75 after bis clection; Beaublen 
gave his note for tho amount: had no docu. 
monte bearlog on tho subject 

In reply to a question the witness sald 
after the formation of the Canada Paelfic 
Company he proceeded to have the necessary 
amount of stock subscribed, Sir Hugh Allaa 
and Beaublen were connectedin the north- 
ern colonization railway. It wason account 
of these relations thus Allan loaned the 
money ; had no connection with the Pacific 
Road,

Commencing at the Canada shore there 
will be nine spans across the river Proper 
three of them are 190 feet in the clear + 
then come three spans, each 240 feet in the 
clear ; then two draw Openings, each 160 
feet : then one span of 190 feet, to Squaw 
Island. The length of the bridge ncrose 
Black Rock Harbor as before stated, is 517 
feet, and in this will also be two openings 
of ninety feet each, with a pier between. 
The‘ swing ' over this opening, as well as 
that over (he opening of the river, will be 
operated by steam, and the length of time 
required to open and shut the same is given 
at fifty seconds. The location of the swing 
in the river—nearer the American then the 
Canadian shore—is in accordance with the 
decision of a commission fo United States 
engineers, appointed by the Government, 
consisting of Geo. Warren, Col, Mernil, 
and Col. Harwood, and the selection of the 
Position meets the entire approval of the 
Canadian parties. Of the piers in the riyer 
eightin number, all are finished save one 
in aboat the middle of the stream. Ip pre- 
paring for the foundation of this it Wag 
discovered that the rock in the bed of the 
river was covered to s depth of about nine 
feet with gravel. This it was of course, 
necessary to remove: The work of removal 
hasbeen fioished, and the laying of thé 
foucdation will be immediately commenc~ 
ed. It is calculated that the pier will’ be 
completed in the course of three or four 
weeks, All the piers are so Inid and built 
up a8 to secure the greatest solidity, and 
offer the least possible resistance to the ice. 

The depth of the water in the river, 
where the bridge crosses, is from ten to 
forty-three feet. The iron work for the 
bridge is manufactured at Pheenixyiile, 
near Philadelphis, and the superstructure’ 
is known as the Pratt truss. The trusses’ 
consist of four main lines—that from pier 
to pier, the lower chord, as it is called; 
that parallel with it, but ata considerable 
height above it, and known as the matn 
chord ; and counter supports at eitherend, 
on which the upper chord resta, The upper 
chord and end countera are tubular, put 
together in five pieces, with flanges, The 
lower chord cone of rods which tie the 
counters and verticles, and resist the tend~ 
ency of the upper chords to thrast the 
counters apart, The upper road is that on 
which the roadway is huog. Transverse 
girders are suspended therefrom, The 
girders bolted to the lower chord and con~ 
nected with the upper by an iron vertical 
principal, The uniform load which would 
necessarily fall on this vertical principal is 
distributed latterly by~ means of counter- 
braces and rods, until it is throwa faally 
of the piers. 

The bridge has the strength of a tabular 
one, without its weight and other objece 
tions. Vertical and counter pieces form 
the s!des; the tops of the vertical prinoi-’ 
pils united horizontally, strengthened di-” 
agonally, und supported by angle ties, form 
the roof; and the roadway conetitutes the 
floor. A novel plan is pursued io placing 
the iron spens on the piers, They are built 
upon a f-ame-work over a number of poo~ 
toons, which ast im the manner of dry 
dock. The pontoons are carefully dropped 
between the piers, and when io position, 
water ja Jet into them, and the iron (rasa is) 
settled into its place on the piers.

the morth of September. As daring the Inter- 
vol Sir Jobo bad been absent from Ottawa, 
messages passing botweeu him and the other 
parties recelyed would not be received at the 
office here. 

The next witness called was the Hon. J. L, 
Beaydry ; was Provisional Director in the 
Canada Pacific Company. 

Jadge Day here read 
charges, 

In reply to a question, witness sald he had 
no koowledge of any agreement between Sir 
Hugh and McMallen respecting the construc- 
tlon of the Pacific Railway or respecting the 
American capitalists furnishing money to build 
the road, Kuew nothing about any Aggotiation 
or correspondence having taken place between 
the parties named. Had no knowledge of any 
agreement between the Government and Sir 
Hogh, by which the latter was to furnish finds 
for securing the elections of the Goyernment 
candidates, His connection with the Railway 
Company was 60 short that he (witness) bad 
not had much opportunity of knowlog what 
was dolog, but no mention was made of any 
negotiations with American capitalists; the 
question of how funds were to be raised to 
build the road was not discussed while he was 
Provisional Director; did not know funds were 
expected from American capitalists; took an 
active part in the general election so far as Mon- 
treal was concerned; was one of Cartler’s Com- 
mittoo; when he attended the Committee the 
first time the organizations had been already 
made; was told by members of the Committee 
ie they had subscription lists for the purpose 

{ defraying the expenses of the election ; did 
not see,tho list of subscriptions; during the can- 
vass he was asked by the Committce to go to 
Abbokt, which he did, and signed the receipt 
for $20,000; did not sev the monoy ; tho recelpt 
was left with Abbott; understood this was Sir 
Hugh Allan's subscription. Tho only condl- 
tions he knew of were contained fn the receipt. 
Did not give any other receipt to Mr. Abbott or 
apy other party for Sir Hugh or any one else, 
Did not see the receipt singe, Did not know 
of apy other sum pald by Bir Hogh 
Had not seen Cartier’s letters of July 30th and 
August 24th when he signed the receipt; the 
letter of July 30th was subsequently shown him 
by Murphy. Had signed the letter of July 23, 
published In the Gazetto. The statements in 
that letter were trus. Did not know the amount 
of subscriptions to the election fund. Tbe 
Committee was a general one, Thero Wore 
Committees In each Ward, Ho had nothing to 
do with the poyment of money. Considerable 
sums were paid to the sub-Committees. Money 
was pald out by cheques on the Motropolitan 
Bank. Belloved the $20,000 were paid In con- 
sequence of Oartler’s lotter. His reason for 
believing 80 was the wording of the recolpt 
which referred to the letter, apparently show- 
ing Allan had promised to sybecribe; knew of 
no condition on which Sir Hugh subscribed 
nor whether he was to be re-imbursed in any 
way : there was no money pald at the time of 
giving the receipt.” 

The next witness called was Paul Murphy. 
Reside in Montreal, Had no knowledge of avy 
agreement between Sir Hugh and McMullen 
respecting the Pacific Railway. He,}witness, 
was connected with the Northern Colonization 
Rood. Koow nothing of any ynderstanding 
between Sir Hough and the Government reapect- 
‘pg furnishing funds. The total amount of 
subscriptions to the election fund was about 
$65,000, Tho list was signed by merchants and 
others; English and French, Sir Hugh’s first 
subscription was $10,000. The second a like 
eum, and tho third $30,000, Signed a receipt 
for the latter amount, Had not seen the receipt 
since, The latter sum was paid in consequence 
of Carticr’s letter, Saw Cartier’s letter of the 
80th July, about a month sgo, in Abbott's 
hands, Here the witness gavo testimony 
coneerning the publication of the letter 
in the Gazelle, similar to the previous 
witness, Carticr’s lettor of the 80th July con- 
tained no reference to the Pacific Railway or 
contract. There wore other eums besides Sir 
Hugh's subscription. His was the largest. One 
condition of Sir Hugh's subscriblog was that 
Beoublon, of Hochelaga, should be helped out 
ol the fund ifhe had opposition, Koew noth- 
ing of telegrams which wore auld to havo passed 
between Sir John and Abbott. No application 
was made for money to help Beaubien. This 
concluded Murphy's evidence. 

The Court adjourned to 4p. m,

PETROLEUM GAS. 


The idea of manufacturing illuminating 
Gas from crude petroloum has for some 
time engaged the attention of our American 
cousins. The problem has Spparently been 
solved, thus demonstrating that our strects 
and houses can be supplied with cheaper 
and more powerful 888 from petroleum thau 
that from coal. We subjoin extracts from 
two articles recently published in the O}1 
City, Pa, Daily Derrick, the first being 
from the report of a speech made by one 
Capt, Butler, as follows ;— 

The introduction of gas for lighting 
streets and cities was of comparatively rex 
cent origin, In its manufacture, fatty sub- 
stances were first used, then wood, as- 
phaltum and coal, which last has finally 
Superseded all others, only in turn to be 
superseded by petroleum at no distant 
day. Objections had been urged against 
Gas made from petroleum : actual exper|~ 
ment, however, proved them to be utterly 
futile. In New Jersey Waterhouse & Co., 
bad constantly employed it for two years, 
with most gratifying Tesults, at one-tenth 
the cost of the article produced from coal, 
At Evans Brothers’ immense wireworks, 
whore it had been used a nomber of 
months for lighting and heating, the wire 
made under the new process readily 
brought five dollars a ton above that pre. 
viously turned out, and was now largely 
exported to Europe, The same held trac 
of the extensive Salisbury mills, New York 
Part of this town of Greenwich, Conp., 
has been lighted with petroleam gas two 
years, and the experiment has proved a.

The Stolen Letter. 
HON. J. H. POPE'S EVIDENCE, 


The following is the testimony of the

er, but had found that he (Sir John) 
Was out of town, and would not return 
SAT ee explained that he had 
the Flour lager ie ale 
had been informed De nals 
informed by Mr. Tilley, when 
the Inspection bill of last sesssion was be- 
fore the House, that it would not interfere 
with his position ag Tnspector; that he 
had Since learned that he could not con- 
tinue to ocoupy his seatin the House and 
at the samo time hold that office ; that he 
Was quite ready to resign his seat in the 
‘ouse, but he did not wish to do 80 with- 
out he was sure of Rotting the inspector- 
ship, I said to Mr. Young that be had 
better go home ; thatl bad preat sympa- 
thy for himaelt and for his family and for 
his misfortunos ; that I would see Sir John 
Macdonald upon bis return and he might 
rely upon nothing being done to his pre- 
judice wtbout his having a chance 
to be heard; that I was gure there 
was po feeling against him, I 
think, however, I also told him that 
I would see him on my way through Mon- 
treal. Mr, Young left Ottawa on that day 
Ibelieve. I saw Sir John on the subject, 
andon Monday, the 25tb, I telegraphed 
Mr. Young that I would see him the: fol- 
lowing day. Owing to delays on the way 
T arrived in Montreal on Tuesday evening, 
the 26th of Auguat, instead of the mora- 
ing of that day, and learned at the hotel 
that Mr. Young had called to see me: and 
aa I was obliged to leaye by an, early 
morning train, I drove up to his house and 
found that he was from home, I lefs word 
with a lady who came to the door that I 
must leave early in the morning, and if he 
wished to see me I would be glad to see 
him that evening at the hotel. Oa hy 
turn he did come, when I repeated to him 
the conversation I had had with Sir Jobn, 
and assured him that there was no ill-feel~ 
ing against him; that the Hon. Mr. Gibbs, 
in whose department was the appointment, 
was absent from Ottawa, and that few 
members of the Government were present, 
consequently I could say nothing to him 
positively; but that I was authorized by 
Siz John to say that bo should be treated 
fairly, and that nothing should be done 
until he had had an opportunity ot pre- 
senting his claims before the Government ; 
and I further said upon my own responsi= 
bility that Iwas sure he had nothing to 
fear. He expressed himself pleased with 
the interview. After he left, I wrote to Sir 
Jobn A. Macdonald, urging upon him the 
making of the appointment, as the new law 
came in force on that day, and advised bim 
to send for Mr. Young so as to haye the 
Appointment made immediately, I also 
said that I considered myself pledged to 
Mr, Young that he should have the ap- 
pointment. I gave the said letter to Mr. 
Daley to mail, and he told me afterwards 
that he had done so. I received a telegram 
from Sir John upon the morning of the 
2nd of September instant, at Cookshire, to 
the effect that he had written to mo 
at Montread with the words added, 
“Go for it to-morrow morning.” 
The said telegram was dated the 
1 stof September, and was sent in trip- 
licate, one being sent to me at Qooksbire, 
another to me at Sherbrooke, and another 
at Montreal, Istarted for Montreal on the 
Qad inat, and arrived about 1 o'clock on 
the morning of the Srd, About 9 o'clock 
that morning I senta boytrom the hotel 
for the letter tothe Post Office.

The most promloent and wealthy mining 
district ju this Territory 18 the Little Cotton- 
wood, In this district is located the famous 
‘Emma’ mino—an English incorporation—the 
‘Flagetaff,’ also owned in England; the ‘Daven- 
port’ mine, the stock of which is controlled by 
English capita). 

Tho above are all the English {ocorporations 
in Little Cottonwood. The ‘Emma’ has pro-~ 
ducedin bullion, since Its discovery, over six 
millions of dollars. There bas been a fall In its 
stocks during the last year, but it is generally 
believed here to be a scheme among the Ameri- 
can stock operators to get the property owned 
and controlled by them. The lower levels of 
the mine have had to be abandoned on account 
of water thisspring—a circumstance that help- 
ed the Americans to bull the stock by a report 
that the mine had given out, and could produce 
no more ore, There has hardly, however, becn 
4 day this year that the mine has not shipped a 
little ore, Their last shipments during three 
Weeks bolng two hundred and eighty-five tons, 
the value of which was two hundred dollars per 
ton, The mine is now shipping twenty-five 
tons per day and will probably Increase within 
amonth, Tho ore that is being hoisted being 
of high grade, averaging over two hundred dol- 
lars perton. They have five thousand tons of 
ore on the dump worth $100 per ton. This ore 
Was considered of too low grade for shipment, 
bot It is undergoing a process by which it is

Tho Flagstaff mine, now considered the finest 
mining property in Utah, 1s turning out one 
hundred tons of ore dally, the approximate 
value of which will go $120 per ton, The stock 
is of course aboye par as the property ls paying a 
monthly dividend of $40,000. The mine Is well 
and economically managed, The Davenport 
mine has been shipping on an average of about 
two hundred tons of ore 4 month for tho last 
elght months and will increase thelr shipments 
largely this fall. The Company are working 
thelr own ores, having erected one of the finest 
smelters In the country at the mouth of Little 
Cottonwoed canon. The results of their labor 
I have not been able to ascertain, and do not 
know whether any dividends have been declar-

The Windsor group Is one of the best proper- 
tles In the district, Thoy hayo not shipped any 
Ore this season, but are about commencing to 
have a large accamulation of ore on the dump, 
and haye about got thelr tramway completed. 
Your nejghbors In Michigan are to be congratu- 
lated on ownlog ono of tho finest mines In the 
West. The Frederick have not abipped any ore 
since last season, but will commence shipplog 
in two weeks. This {s good property and is 
extonslvely developed. There are numberless 
Prospects, tunnels, &c., here that are compara_ 
Lively worthless, but the ones that I have mon- 
tloned are among tho principal ones, Thoro 
4ro plenty of others that are equally as good, 
but I cannot take time to mention thom In ono 
lottor. Itwas my Intention to mention some 
of the mines In Bingham Canon, but I hayo al- 
roady taken up 6o much of your valuable space 
that I desist and will reserve It for another 
communication,

The work 1n the mine is going on stead. 
ily, and the richness of the ore seems to 
increase as the depth increases, tho sams 
ples now taken out showing more visible 
gold than at any time previous, 

The GatlingCompany have done but little 
work since I was there last year. The mill 
house, which was then only beginning, is 
now finished, and isa handsome apd spa- 
cious structure, standing in a commanding 
position on the bank of the Moira River, 
which at that point is both lofty and steep. 
The building consists ofa deep and mas- 
sive stone basement, supporting a struc- 
ture of frame-work, sheathed with boards 
and lined inside with patent felt paper. 
In the engine room are placed two fine 
upright engines, so arranged as to be 
worked either together or separately, with 
asuitable boiler. Two double batteries of 
ten stamps each, or 20 in all, are algo in 
position and the hangers for the shafting of 
the pans, &c., are in their places, but the 
pans, sluices, &o., are pot putin yet. Out. 
alde, the flue of the roasting furnace is 
nearly completed, and the chimney stack 1s 
about half its intended height. So far as 
it has gone, everything appeara to be of 
the yery best description, and the work to 
be fiaished in a very superior manner, 

But litle further progress has been made 
in the development of the veins; shafts 
have been sunk some 40 or 50 feet on two 
of them, and a good many tons of ore are 
lying ready for crushing ; and a few openy 
ings have been made in various parts of 
the property, From one of the veins a few 
barrels of ore have been sent to Swansea, 
and a very good report has been made of 
its quality. Professor Ohupman, of Tos 
ronto, has reported very fully and fuyor- 
ably of this property. I am infornored that 
the proprietors intend to introduce the 
Chlorine process, which scems best adapts 
ed of any for the treatment ot the Marmora 
ores. 

Taken altogether, the prospect is much 
more encouraging than it has ‘yer 
been hitherto, and as the permanency 


of the lodes 1s now placed beyend 
a doubt, and the difficulties attend. 
ing the treatment of the ores, and

Macdonald, Hon. Messrs, Laogevin, Campbell, 
Tupper, Miltchell and Aikins were present,”

The Americaps Were to 
Urojeh the capital to bulld the road ; under- 
stood McMullen represented a large number of 
Americtn capitaliste; did not koow that tho

Believed they ratber oppored 
it, Was nominated Ditector by Members of 
the Government from Niw Branawick, Was 
asked to become a Director in the Interoceauic 
Company, He understood trom Mr. Mitchell, 
Mr. Tilley and other members ol the Govern 
ment that the Railway was to be built with 
British and Canadian capital. Also understood 
the Inter-Oceanie and Canada Pacifis Com- 
panies would be amalgamated as stated by the 
Government. consequently did not think 
it of much copequence which Cowipasy 
he joined. Was quite convinced the Govern. 
ment were oppored to the Introduction of 
American element. Before becoming « Direcior 
bad talked over the terms of the Charter with 
different, persons, The Company was to be 
entirely Canadian. Stick wasdisiributed with 
bat object ia view. Was given to thirteen 
Directors to be divided among the different 

rovjoces. New Brunswick was to have one~ 

hirteenth, The Americans were prohibjied, 
No premium was allowed to be pat upon stock. 

The thirfeen Directora s100d upon equal foot~ 
ing. Dd not think the terms given by Govern- 
mMeut were very liberal, Io former Company 
thought there was some money to be made out 
of this Rallway. In Chartered Company did 
not see much tobe made. Koew nothing of 
the allt god uoderstanding between the Govern. 
ment aod Sir Hugh. Avy money spontin New 
Brunswick was furnished by caudidates or their 
friends. Did not believe money came from the 
Upper Provinces. Had seen some of the letters 
alleged by McMullen to baye been written by 
Sir Hugh. McMullen told bim be bad advanced 
money to Sir Hugh to meet the expenses of 
orgaviging the Company, 

In reply to Sir John, witness said be bed 
been engaged io railway enterprise fifteen 
years. Was Interested in tho Pacific Rallway 
for the last five years, Was not asked by Sir 
Hugh to become a Director. Believed Sir 
Hugh was opposed to bis appolniment. He 
(witness) subscribed on bebalfof New Brune~ 
wick one-thirteenth and pald one teoth All 
the subscribers were Canadians. There was to 
be no transfer of stock without the consent of 
Goveroment. First step In ral|way enterprises 
was to raise money for organization and other 
expenses, under Charter of thia-present Com- 
pany. It wasimpossible for Americans to get 
in. Witness gave list of names of subscribers 
for stock In New Branswick. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell was the next witness ; 
has been a member of the Cabinet since 1887 : 
bad no knowledge of any agreement between 
Sir Hugh and the Americans; was not person- 
ally awarethat negotiations were golog on 
between Sir Hugh ood the Americans. The 
Government never encouraged such negotls~ 
tion8; bat were entirely opposed to such o 
scheme, ond decided the absolute exclusion of 
Americ\n caplitaliate. Aftor the session of 1873 
it was pronounced the po'lcy of the Govera- 
ment to Balld the Road ectirely with British 
aod Canadian, capita', aad to bring aboutan 
amalgamation of the two Canadiaa Companies, 
Redd McMullen’s letter in the Montreal 
Herald. Sir Hugh never recelyed encuurage- 
ment from the Government io bis Americad 
negotiations. Witness went to Leronto iu 
October in 1872 on bebalf of the Government 
totry and bring abont an emalgamation be~ 
tween the two Canadian Companies; bis at- 
tempts failed ; some time afterwards Sir Ton 
weatto Toronto to make a Iactattempt; Mc~ 
Pherson thought the lauds on the line of the 
Rallway migt fall Into American hands; ho 
(Campbell) showed McPherson that Govern~ 
mént would'so zaard the Charter and give such 
guarantees that It would be impossible for 
Americans to secure control of lands on Rail- 
way ; several of the Inler-oceanic Directors 
were quite satieded with these guarantees; Mc- 
Phereyo wanted it stipulated, that Sir Hagh 
should bé absolutely excluded from the Preal~ 
dopey of the Company; theGoverament Ip the 
Cbar er held control over the Company at every 
stop of Lhe proceedings; the guarantees were 
perlect, Did not kaow whothor Sir Hugh kaew 
of these efforts to amalgamate at that time; 
thonght that durlog the session ot isa 
Sir Hugh was ioformed that Americans vAGel 
be excluded. Aftor the failure of tho attempts

Mr. Beatty, who was presen, 
asked ‘‘ what was that” 1 then repeate 
McMullen’s statement. To my utter 
astonishment Mr. Carman then stated that 
it was true that he had met MoMullen in 
Chicago and that he had agreed to put him 
(Carman) down for $10,000 stock in the 
Railway, to which bé replied That he would 
see McMullen again. I told him of Mo- 
Maullen’s narrative of what took place be~ 
tween them here—that on being adyised by 
McMullen’s telegram from Picton, Mr, Oar- 
man met him at the boat.

I 
have mentioned the case of one of the 
stalk eyed crustaceans, Ethusigranulata, 
in which welladew#lspeileyes are present 
in examples from shal ow water. In deepor 
water, from 110 to 370 fathoms, eyo-s'alka 
are prosent, but the aur sl apparently 
blind, tho eyes being replaond by rounded 
calerous terminations to the atalka. In ex- 
ample from five hiodred to seven huo- 
dred fathoms, in anuther locality, the eyee 
stalks have become fixed, and tovir termi+ 
nations combine into a strong, pointed 
rostrum, In this caso occur a gradual 
modification, depending apparently upon 
the gradual dimination and foal disappear 
ance of aolar light. Oa the other band, 
the Munida, from equal depths, has its eye 
unusdally developed, and apparently of 
great dolicacy, Is it possible that in cere 
tain cases, ae tho sun's light dimiatebea,tho 
power of vision becomes more wouto, while 
at length the eye becomes susceptible of 
the stimulant of to fainter light of phos- 
phorescenee.”

The Cheese Product. 


To give an idea of the quantity of cheese 
manufactured in this section of country, 
we have but to mention that the average 
shipments this season by Mr. Watkins 
from Belleville, have been ten cars a week, 
Each car contains ten tons, making one 
hundred tons per weck. Suppose the price 
to average 10} cents per Ib., about the rate 
obtained by the factories this season, the 
value of the cheese sent from Belleville 
every week amounts to the sum of $21,000, 
The season we believe generally covers 
about thirty weeks; takiog therefore, the 
value shipped each week at $21,000, we 
have a total of $620,000, aa the value of the 
cheese shipped from Belleville. But this 
by no means represents the whole value of 
the cheese produced in this County. A 
considerable quantity is bought up by 
local buyers for home consumption, and 
then there is the cheese shipped from 
Trenton and Shanoonyille in this County to 
be added, which would probably swell the 
total to over $700,000—quite an item in 
the trade of this County,
